powerful and wide-spread influence exer-} 


cised by “guilds” in China has juat 
6courred at Shanghai, Tt seema that a 
Chinese carpenter and boat-builder, sty!- 
ing himself “Ah Cutem” has, in con- 
junction with his two. brothers, beon 
carrying on business ‘for some, years in 
Hongkew. As the “Ab Cutems” 
worked chiefly for, foreigners, they did 


‘not think it advisable to become mem-- 
hors of a guild, ‘the consequence being’ 


that they were subjected to a great many 
annoyances, Men belonging ; to the. 
guilds came to thelr shop, decoyed some 
of their workmen, bullied others, and 
used threats of various kinds to the 
masters themaolyes, Being natives of 
‘Canton, the Carpenters’ Guild at that 
city assumed the right to interfere with 
them.in the matter, and, as the Ab 
Outems” showed no signs of yielding to 
the Guild's demands, it was determined 
to use the law to subject them to the 
authority of the organisation, Acodrd- 
ingly, one Loo-ten-go, as master of the 
Qanton Carpenters’ Guild, applied tothe 
District Magistrate at Shanghai for war- 
rants against the “Ah Outems” with 
the object of compelling thom, to join the 
Guild, The District Magistrate granted 
the . warrants, and the United States 
Consul (Mr Bailey) passed them, only 
on condition, howevor, that the ‘ Ah, 
Qutems” should be brought before the 
Mixed Court, previous to being taken 
before the District Magistrate, ‘ 
Tho “Ah Cutems” were then arrested 
on the warrants, and appeared, at the 
Mixed Conrt for their, go to speak, 
preliminary trial on Tuesday last... As 
might have been anticipated, the case 
oreated. considerable interest amongst 
both the foreign and-native population 
at Shanghai, Messrs Rokerts and Riach, 
from Messrs Boyd & Co., who had been 
recently employing the prisoners, appear- 
ed and explained that the case was one 
which .might seriously affect foreign 


employera of native labour, and they, 


asked the Court to protect the prisoners 


from the control aud extortion which the: 


Guild endeavoured to practise in regard 
to them. Dr Macgowan, who, as United 
States’ Asseszor, sat with the Chinese 
Magistrate Ohdn to hear the case, ox- 
plained to the latter, after the facts of 
the case had been sid before the Court, 
that guilds conducted on the principles 
on which-the one proseouting in this 
instance appeared to be’ worked, must 
be oppressive to iidividuals and detri- 
nigatal to trade, . Trades’ unions ag con- 
ducted in western countries,”-added the 
Doetor, “put the indolent; unebilfal, and 
poasibly drunken, operators on an equality 
with the industrious, careful, and ambi- 
tions workmen.” The. result of these 
proceedings was that tha Ah Cutems” 
ware at once liberated, ey

IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION, . 
(Before His Honor Mr Justice Russell.) 
Mth January,-1870. 


Lee Amah v. H. G. James, $47.24,—-This 
wasa claim for wagesfrom May toSeptember, 
1878, at tho, rate of $10 per month, Jess 
$2.76 which he had received on account of 
provisions but had not used. The defend- 
ant denied hia liability, Plaintiff, he said, 
had been paid for May, but for the next 
three months, viz.: June, Julyand August, 
he had not been paid, and it was kept back 
on account of nome property which was:

Hongkong, 29th Deo., 1878, 


Christmas has come and gone, and we 
have been visited with the largest and most 
destructive ficé that ever occurred in this 
city. It had its origin, I believe, in a little 
shop, in o little lane on the down-hill side 
Road, near the P. & O. office, 
We did not give it credit for being much 
of a firo at first, but supposed it was one of 
those ono-horae affairs which we-have here 
occasionally ; but before it cwas over we 
were #atisfied that it would be considered 
a very respectable conflagration almost 
anywhere, There was @ lively breeze 
blowing at the time, which carried tho 
dense smoke and burning cinders over the 
roofs of the houses, and the fire quickly 
flashed across the little lane and blazed out 
among the houses facing the Queen’s Road. 
This it soon crossed, notwithstanding the 
efforts of the firemen and volunteers, and 
crept rapidly up the hill It was frightful 
and dangerous enough then, and it would 
have been pretty oven betting that the 
whole city would be destroyed, for the 
firemen, although they managed to do some 
very effective work, could do very little to 
prevent its spread. With a few. sickly 
atreams of water playing on it, none of 
which could be thrown forty feet, with no 
hook and iadder company to get to the 
third story, of any building, and with no 
other means of getting water thero—for 
the engines couldn’t throw it—the fire had 
its own way from the first. Then there 
‘were loud domands to blow up some of the 


buildings, but here was another liitch, The. 


powder was buried under such hopeless 
oceans of red tape, and it was felt to be 
such an extreme measure, that nobody 
would take the responsibility, - All the 
authorities were there,—military, naval, 
ofvil, and religious,—but it was a long time 
before they could get & working majority

Unfortunately the owner detected me when 
I was somewhat hurried in getting away 
with It, but I spread zhyself and finally 
landed it in a place of safety, It waa close 
work though, and we were neck and neck 
for a time. 

The burnt distriot this morning is a mass 
of tottering walls and crumbling ryins. | 
The fall in shares was bad enough, but now 
our qup is full, We are o ruined com-{ 
munity. 

We don’t quite see yet, how we are going 
to put this on the Governor, byt no doubt 
it will all como right in time, Woe saddled 
him with the Wing Lok Streot affair, ond 
that was the inefliciency of the police. 
This is the inefficiency of the fire depart- 
mont, and he wil! have to answer for it 
before we finish with him. 
~ L won’t swear myself that I saw him do 
anything worse than lay around a few 
baskets of kerosine, but that in itself-- 
coupled with bis. past record-—was a sus- 
picous ciroumstance.

Up to the age of'17 I was perfectly idle, but 
at that age I got an appointment as super- 
numerary ostler to the artillery-officer. who 
was exterminating the rebels, with wages 
-at the rate of 6,000 cash a month. I served 
in this_capacity_for.five_years.__ 

I went to the capital, whore my former 
master found me employment as under- 
servant to another officer, an acquaintance of 
his, At tho age of 191 married o emall- 
footed native of I——who shortly afterwards 
bore moa child,—a girl now 12 years of 
age, Ihave no idea who my wife’s father 
was,.except that’ he ran away when the 
rebels came, and was nover afterwards heard 
of, The marriage was arranged betweon 
my father and my wife’s uncle, to her 
We lived together about 
6 or 6 yeara when my master’s oilicial duties 
took him to the other end of the Empire. I 
have ever sines followed him from placa to 
plus and it is thus over.10 years since I 
ast saw my Wife. “As to my brothere, only

I understand, married a widow. My mother, 
wife, and daughter still: live, I suppose, in 
the old place, and os I have not been able 
to send them’ money for some years, I ap- 
prehend that some of my. brothers support 
them, Itis not the custom in our part of 
the country to make much fuss about grayes, 
My father is buried somewhere near our 
house.

GREAT FIRE aT OS\KA, 

On tho 16th Doc. at half-past two in the 
morning, a great fire broke out in Osaka, 
in the house of ono Nishimura, No. 30, 
Kami-dori, I-cho-me, Ajikatva, At firat 
the wind was from the ‘west, but it soon 
shifted right round, and blew from the 
east. .The fire was on the point of being 

ot under, when the breeze suddenly 
Became strong, agd the flames spread to- 
wards the west, ravaging and destroying 
all before them for a distance of more than 
120 yards, It was checked at No, 3, in 
the street in which it, was -originated, and 
was thought to be almost ended, when the 
wind again changed to the” west, and: at 
about 4 o'clock the flames ran towards the 
east for a space of 140 yards, The fire was 
finally stoppod at No, 13, I-cho-me, at 
eight o’clock in the morning. 

_The area burnt over comprises a space of 
more than 2 cho from east to west by 18 
ken (36 yards) from north to south. 183 
houses were. totally destroyéd, and four 
wore torn down by the firemon ; » Buddhist 
temple, a mud godown, and o girl’s school 
were also demojished. 

‘We regrot to have to report that seven 
firemen were wounded, and nearly 200 
other people hurt, some severely. . 

The number of houses destroyed was
